50,000 Acres Sprayed 


It is estimated that $2,000,000, is 
lost annualy in Canada alone be- 
cause of weeds. This is expected to 
be greatly reduced this year and in 
future years through the use of the 
new wonder chemical 2,4-D. In 1947 
some 50,000 acres of crop were treat- 


Most annual weeds were killed en- 
tirely while the top growth of such 
perennials as sow thistle, field bind- 
weed and Canada thistle were kill- 
ed and the harm done by these was 
then greatly reduced. 

While the actual field work on 
the use of 2,4-D in summerfallow 
was not as extensive as crop spray- 
ing in 1947, numerous experiments 
were carried out and these have 
proven that 2, 4-D has a definite 
use as a means of eliminating weeds 
in different areas. It also has the 
distinct advantage in that it leaves 
the soi] undisturbed, reducing the 
hazard of soil drifting and moisture 
evaporating that often results from 
the pulverizing effect of. the con- 
stant use of tillage implements.
